United States embassy and some 
other foreign missions in the 
USSR have reported to their gov- 
ernments that Russian  scien- 


tists have succeeded in splitting 
the uranium atom, one of the 
steps in producing an atomic 
bomb. 

Foreign missions here had as- 
sumed for some time that the 
Russians had made considerable 
progress in the atomic field, and 
received their first confirmation 
when the Stalin prizes were an- 
nounced Jan. 27. 

The award for “discovery of 
the occurrence of spontaneous 
disintegration of uranium,” how- 
ever, went to Konstantin Petroz- 
hak and George Floryov, rela- 
tively unknown atomic scientists, 
who divided a second prize of 
100,000 rubles ($18,870). 

Foreign observers were some- 
what puzzled by the fact this dis- 
covery was awarded the second 
prize.instead of the first prize of 
200,000 rubles. 

Two days after the announce- 
ment of the discovery, however, 
a well-known academic scientist, 
A. Kolmogorov, called it “one of 
the greatest achievements in 
Soviet physics in recent years.” 


It has been interesting to ob- 
servers here that the Russians 
have never asked for the atomic 
secret or made any suggestions

i Anniversary Sunday . 
Recall Mysterious Fire Disaster 


OTTAWA, Feb. 2—(CP)—The 30th anniversary of an almost 
forgotten mystery of Parliament Hil! will be marked Sunday—the 
tragic burning in 1916 of the Parliament buildings at a cost of seven 
lives and the destruction of one of the finest examples of gothic 
architecture on the North American continent. 

Cause of the fire, which began swiftly and mysteriously on the 
cold winter evening of Feb. 3, 1916, never was determined, though 
evidence at an official inquiry indicated “a strong suspicion of in- 
cendiarism” and pointed to German agents. 

The House was in session, discussing Atlantic fisheries, when 
at 8:55 p.m. Charles Stewart, chief doorkeeper, flung open the 
doors of the Commons facing the Speaker's chair, shouting: 
“There's a big fire in the reading room; everybody get out quickly. 

Members, spectators and newspapermen made for the exits. 
But the alarm evidently did not penetrate to every room, for next 
day seven bodies were carried from the smoking ruins. 

Evidence at an official inquiry which began Feb. 7 showed no 
one had been smoking in the reading room for some time before 
the fire and the outbreak had not been caused by defective elec-

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Making a Start 


Price ceilings have been removed from 
about three hundred classes of goods and 
from some types of services. The removal is 
conditional however, and warning is given 
that the controls will be clapped on again 
if prices surge upward. 

In making up the list attention seems to 
have been given to starting the dismantling 
where it is least likely to do harm. Luxuries 
and near-luxuries bulk largely in the items 
thus restored to normal freedom of 
sale and purchase. Where commodities rat- 
ing as necessaries and near-necessaries are 
included, supplies are said to be plentiful 
enough that competition should hold prices 
at reasonable levels. 

This is of course an experimental move. 
Ceilings have to be taken off sometime, and 
a start had to be made somewhere, While 
experience may show that mistakes have 
been made in some cases, the timing and the 
se.ections seem to promise that no notable 
disturbance will result in the general price 
schedule. There is nothing to suggest that 
the consumer need fear being exploited. 

The reaction in business circles seems to 
be that this loosening of restraints will give 
stimulus to industry and speed up the pro- 
duction of goods now scarce. That is to be 
hoped. While the removals now made do not 
directly affect a wide range of ordinary con- 
sumer needs, the plain inference is that 
otuer ceilings will be taken off progressively, 
as the supply situation eliminates the danger 
of price spirals. 

The producer is thus given assurance

trading connections which may hinder the 
selling of Canadian bacon in Britain in future 
years. 

This Qutlook is serious. Quite serious 
enough to call for a reconsideration of the 
question from the farmer’s stand-point, Any 
reasonable price concession would be justi- 
fied if that is the way to induce him to go 
back to hog-raising on the wartime scale. 


Dual Occupation Only 


The United States and the British Com- 
monwealth will apparently have to do the 
whole job of maintaining Allied occupation 
forces in Japan, Russia declined to supply 
troops and China said it was not in position 
to do so. A composite force made up of units 
from Britain, Australia, New Zealand and 
India is to move in at once, thereby releasing 
some United States units for demobilization. 
Canada, because of commitments elsewhere, 
will not be represented in this first contin- 
gent of Empire troops, 

Unlike Germany, Japan is not to be cut 
into occupation zones. General MacArthur 
and the newly-created Allied advisory coun- 
cil will continue to direct the administration 
of the entire country, including the neces- 
sary and perhaps rather agreeable task of 
making the puppet Japanese “government” 
go ae the motions of democracy and 
say they like it, 
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Experience in both Germany and Japan 
has shown that maintaining occupation 
forces in these states is not the easy trick 
it seemed to be before it was tried. Obviously 
men can be exiled to these areas of smoulder- 
ing hostility for only a limited time without 
themselves generating discontent and add- 
ing to the difficulties of an otherwise com: 
plicated administrative problem. 

But if occupation is to accomplish its 
purpose it will have to be lengthy, as well as 
uniformly high in efficiency. As Russia and 
China are to supply none of the garrison 
troops in Japan, their representatives on the 
advisory council will perhaps remember that 
they are making rules which others will 
have to enforce.

The Secretary-General 


Canadians generally know httle or noth- 
ing about Mr. Trygve Lie and his qualifica- 
tions for the post of Secretary-General of the 
United Nations organization, That is not to 
his discredit, nor theirs. After all that we 
have been told about the world growing 
smaller, it is still a pretty sizable sphere. And 
with the utmost to keep posted on who's 
who in all parts of it, that just isn’t possible 
to people who have to wrestle with the en- 
grossing problems of making a living and 
attending to their own local and national 
affairs, 

Mr. Lie assumes the vast duties of the 
position with the backing of the Big Five 
and the almost unanimous concurrence of 
the delegates who represent 51 countries in 
the Assembly. This is high assurance of his 
knowledge of world affairs, capacity for 
administrative work, and balanced judg- 
ment, There is no cause therefore to doubt 
his fitness, The evidence is all the other way. 

It would be difficult to overestimate the 
responsibilities of this position. Mr. Lie will 
be the first to hold the office. He will have 
no precedents to guide him, and will himself 
have to set precedents which may become 
standard practice and world law.

Become Republics

Yugoslavia and Hungary became 
republics Fridey as the Balkans 
moved toward post-war political 
stabilization and away from pre- 
war royal family rule. 

Marshal Tito, famed Partisan 
commander dyring the wer, was 
named Prime Minister of the new 
Federated Republic of Yugoslavia, 
which differs somewhat in con- 
struction from the Hungarian re- 
public. 

PREMIER ZOLTEN TILDY, 
Teader of the moderately conserva- 
3 tive Small Holders party, was elect- 
ed president of Hungary by ac- 
clamation ef the country’s national 
assembly. 

The Yugoslavian constitution, as 
adopted by the constituent as- 
sembly, abolishes the throne and 
provides for the setting up of a 
government closely resembling that 
of Russia. | 

Before packed galleries, the 
Yugoslav assembly unanimously ac- 
cepted the new basic law. 

While the new governmental | 
structure follows the Russian de- | 
sign its supporters say it does not 
prescribe state socialism to the 
Soviet degree. Rether, they claim, 


the comstitution sets up a regime 
somewhere between that of Russia 
and the western democracies.

But because 
they are so violently vocal, and be- 
cause they have surrounded the 
use of alcohol with just sufficient

}encouraged people to drink, but 
have actually taught them to drink 
for the sole purpose of getting 
drunk. 

Today most young people take 
|their first drink because as a result 
of the propaganda put out by the 
prohibitionists, they are convinced 
that they are doing something a 
/little sinful but awfully dangerous 
and exciting. There is something 
almost irresistable about anything 
which {is apt to be dangerous or 
forbidden, Human nature is such, 
and human curiosity is such a driv- 
ing force, that most people can’t 
resist the temptation to find out 
what forbidden fruit tastes like, to 
find out how real a danger is. 
THERE IS NOTHING un-Chris- 
tian about drinking—in moderation. 
The Apostle Paul, in his first letter 
to Timothy, (in the 23rd verse of 
the 5th chapter) advises “Drink no 
longer water, but use a little wine 
for thy stomach’s sake and thine 
often infirmities.” But in Ephesians 
5:18 he advises “And be ye not 
drunk with wine, wherein is ex- 
cess”. Similar statements are very 
common throughout the Bible. The 
prohibitionists should study them. 
It is completely obvious that the 
fathers of the Christian faith never 
considered the use of alcoholic 
beverages a sin—it was part and 
parcel of their everyday life.
